The breakdown is not always caused 

by actual overwork; sometimes it 
means, in old-fashioned phrase, that 
“the candle is being burwed at both 
ends.” Only very strong people can 
work hard and keep iate hours as 
well. The man of ave physica] 
powers must make up mind to 
devote himself to his work and get 
his recreation in healthful occupations 
outdoors. As a means of rest and 
amusement for the tired business or 
professional man ver is better 
than a quiet game of*zolf—not taken 
too seriously. 

Nervous prostration does not de- 
clare itself without warning. There 
are many danger signals. It may be 
no longer possible to accomplish the 
usual quantity or quality of work be- 
cause of impaired memory or loss of 
the power of concentration; peevish 
irritability and a tendency to constant 
faultfinding may appear in & person 
formerly equable and serene; head- 
aches may return each day at about 
the same time—that is to say, as soon 
as a certain degree of fatigue is 
reached; there may be nervous indi- 
gestion and the simplest food may 
cause distress. In some cases the 
mental depression isso great that a 
strong man at the least provocation 
will burst into tears like a girl. 

Most cases of nervous prostration 
could have been prevented if taken 
in time. The ordinary man is intel- 
ligent enough to recognize In himself 
the many signe of overstrain. and 
there are few so driven by circum- 
stance that they cannot if they choose

{Philadelphia Record:] The Ger- 


mastery of languages. The university 
graduates are expected to converse in 
Latin and to read Greek authors at 
sight. Even the pupils whose educa- 
tion has been confined to the public 
schools can generally use French and 
English in common conversation 
without difficulty. The secret of this 
mastery, which is so unusual in this 
country, is the thoroughness of the 
etudy required.

In a class, ten years old, they were us- 
ing all the regular verbe and the com- 
mon parts of speech in the same way, 
analyzing, constructing and giving the 
rules in French. 

At 11 years they were using the tr- 
regular verbs, memorizing French 
roems, writing com positions in 
French, and all the converégation of 
the classroom was in French. From 
this they pass to the higher French 
literature, thinking and talking 
wholly in French. A similar course 
is pursued in English.

WOMEN VOTE 


AS MEN DO. 


So Phoenix, Ariz., Remains 
| Oasis for Thirsty. 


Decoration Day Observance Is 
a Notable One. 


Maricopa Automobile Club 
Will Arrange Races. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.] 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 31.—In the 
prohibition election held throughout 
Maricopa county Friday the fact was 
well demonstrated that the women 
generally voted just about as their 
menfolks did. The demonstration was 
especially effective in Phoenix, which 
went wet by a majority of 352, just 
about twice the saloon majority of a 
couple of years ago, when about half 
as Many votes were cast and those 
exclusively male Within the city 
the vote stood 2014 for prohibition 
and 2366 against. A tremendous ef- 
fort was made by the liquor interests, 
which had been led to believe that 
women generally would vote against 
them. The Mexican vote was beevier 
than expected and was about solidly 
anti- prohibition. Under the State 
laws no other prohibition election can 
be held within two years. It had been 
expected that Tempe and Mesa would 
“go wet" despite the fact that the 
former is the site of the Statg Normal 
School, but the vote at Tempe was 
300 for prohibition and only 162 
against, while at Mesa there was a 
dry majority of five. It is possible 
a contest may be filed against the 
Mesa result. The small precincts of 
Arlington and Morristown were the 
only ones in the county that failed 
to vote for prohibition. 

EL PASO EXTENSION. 

A committee from the Phoenix 
Board of Trade lately visited Bisbee 
to secure from the Phelps-Dodge in- 
terests at that point some assurance 
concerning the policy of extending 
the El Paso and. Southwestern sys- 
tem through to Phoenix. The com- 
mittee returned much encouraged by 
an interview with Walter Douglas, 
general manager of the Phelps-Dodge 
interests in the Southwest, and cun- 
vinced that railroad connection soon 
would be had between the southwest- 
ern terminus at Tucson and this city. 
It is believed that the prospects for 
an additional transcontinental line for 
Phoenix are being bettered by a 
controversy now acutely in evidence 
between the Southern Pacific and the 
Southwestern, the latter road having 
announced it will turn over its freight 
traffic to the Santa Fe at El Paso if 
not permitted to make Tucson a trans- 
fer point. There tg also local specu- 
lation whether the road between Tuc- 
son and Phoenix might not be built 
by the Santa Fe, which thu, would 
secure a prospect for ndling the 
Rock Island and Southwestern busi- 
ness to the Coast, Breaking fnto the 
monopoly now held by the Southern 
Pacific.

MINISTERS’ SLOGAN. 


Clergymen Drive Home Final Warning 
in Fight for a Clean City. 


Pastors Mince No Words in Remarkable Series of Po- 
litical Sermons, but Call Candidates by Name and 
Flatly Condemn Rose as the Nominee of Those Who 
. Would Tar Los Angeles With the Brush of McCarthy. 


ECAUSE Shenk stands for the 

highest ideals of citizenship and is 

unqualifiedly pledged to clean as 
well as efficient civic administration 
many of the leading clergymen of the 
city vigorously supported his candi- 
dacy from their pulpits yesterday and 
urged the members of their congrega- 
tions to vote for him. More  out- 
spoken political sermons were never 
preached. In most cases the candi- 
dates were called by name and frank- 
ly discussed. 

Although making no direct attack 
on Rose they oppose his candidacy 
because his support is largely derived 
from those who would make Los An- 
gcles a wide-open town and for the 
further reason that he is declared to 
be backed by sinister influences that 
no upright citizen can tolerate. 

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher at the 
Temple Baptist Church last night 
urged his hearers to vote for Sh 
warning them that the advocates of 
an open town and a red-light dis- 
trict who are supporting Rose will ex- 
pect concessions if their candidate is 
elevted. Rev. J. C. Pinkerton of the 
First United Presbyterian Church in 
an eloquent and vigorous arraignment 
of a red-light district or segregation 
policy emphasized the importance of 
electing Shenk and the right men for 
City Council to support him. He also 
pointed out the reasons for electing 
new members to the Board of Educa- 
tion.

Final Canvass of Political Map Indicates Probable 
Vote of Barely Six Figures, With Siaty Per Cent. for 
Municipal Conference Men Throughout—Betkouski Is 
Leading Independents for Council. | 


HENK by 20,000, or better. 
S Rose by 15,000. 

These are estimates of the rival 
camps on the eve of the municipal 
election, but back of the Shenk esti- 
mate is a careful precinct poll of the 
city, which gives every possible pre- 
election indication that the Munici- 
pal Conference candidate will sweep 
the decks at tomorrow's election, and 
very nearly approximate the estimate 
of his campaign managers. 

On the other hand the Rose esti- 
mate appears to be based on that 
hope which fs alleged to spring eter- 
nal in the human breast and is the 
father to the thought. East of Main 
street, and in certain downtown sec- 
tions, there is ah undeniable Rose 
sentiment, but this does not extend 
very far afield and throughout the 
great “home” sections of the city 
the talk is all of Shenk, and a main- 
tenance of a high standard of civic 
righteousness. 

It is admitted at both headquarters 
that the answer to the riddle lies with 
the so-called stay-at-home vote, the 
vote, that is, which did not record it- 
self at the primary, but which is un- 
doubtedly for Shenk. The Rose 
forces will poll practically its entire 
strength, and upon the ability of the 
men and women who believe in Shenk 
and the things he stands for to go 
to the polls and place themselves 
upon record rests the size of the con- 
ference ticket majority. 

HUNDRED THOUSAND TOTAL. 
Conservative estimates yesterday 
place the probable total vote at 100,- 
000, or approximately 30,000 less 


than the vote polled in the Alexander- 
Harriman e! 


ection in December, 1911, 


when Alexander's majority exceeded 
30,000. In the opinion of those close- 
ly in touch with the situation, Shenk 
will receive about 60 per cent., of 
the total vote. The registration is 
about 180,000, and it will be the en- 
deavor of the Municipal Conference, 
through its eplendid organization to 
“get out” more than the 100.000 es- 
timated, for it is agreed that the 
larger the total vote the greater the 
Shenk majority. 

While the injection of P. H. Mce- 
Carthy into the local campaign has 
had the effect of arousing the voters 
to a realizing sense of the danger 
with which they are confronted, and 
of solidiy alianing the Shenk and 
Municipal Conference forces, it has 
aleo alienated thousands of Socialist 
votes which would otherwise have 
been cast fog Rose.

11:10 a little gespel, for within this 
text breadth and length, heighth and 
Gepth of the gospel are proclaimed.

“First we see, alienation: ‘And 
yo that were sometime alienated 
and enemies in your mind by wicked 
works.’

Thirdly, 
presentation: ‘To present you hely 
and unblamable, and unreprovable 
in His sight." Fourthly, continuation:

“Man by nature ig in a state of 
estrangement, hostility and alienation. 
Masa divided mankind into society and 
sets, cliques and clans, but the Bible 
divides mankind into two sections, 
those who are estranged and those 
who are no longer estranged. - 

“In his warm impuwisive way Rob- 
ert Aitken once said to a sinner who 
declared he was iost, ‘Praise the 
Lord.” Said the man, ‘Do you praise 
the Lord because lam asinner?’ ‘No, 
ea that you know you are a sinner, 
for that is the first step to recovefy.’ 

“Reconciliation is the work accom- 
plished by Christ for the redemption 
of the sinner. God does not need 
reconciling for He is not in a state 
of enmity against man, but the sinner 
who is in a state of enmity needs 
reconciling.
